American Tobacco Company 
Is Bujring Indiana Crop 

Boonville, Ind.. Nov. 9.- In the 
^ face of the fiaancial crisis the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company is offering the 
highest prices for tobacco here in this 
section that have been paid since 
the civil war. Many farmers have 
pooled their crops and some have 
■^een offered eight and a quarter 
cents per pound, and have refused to 
take it. Those who have pooled are 
holding out for ten cents for their 
^ best grades. However, hundreds of 
" growers, who do not understand the 
money situation and who want their 
tobacco turned into cash^^are taking 
from six to eight cents, ahd are. 
signing contracts With the trust. '

Rival Factions Gather 
Owensboro. 



Owensboro, Ky., Nov. 9.— Owens- 
boro this afternoon was in the hands 
of thousands of tobacco growers 
from several counties, representing 
three distinct factions, and for sev- 
eral hours it was feared that a bat- 
tle to the death would be fought. 
The mayor ordered out the full po- 
lice force and directed it to assist 
the sheriff and hi& deputies in pre- 
serving Qider. He also stopped the 
sale of fire arma and anuranition 
when he found that one store had 
sold six shot guns. 
' Each of the factions held a meet- 
ing, and the independent growers 
perfected an organization to protect 
their homes against the association 
men, who have pooled their crops 
and who are trying to "persuade" 
all other growers to enter the com- 
bine. 

The result of the three meetings 
is that the tobacco war has broken 
out fiercer than ever, and it is felt 
certain that trouble will follow.

Equity In Division of Profits to All 
tngaged in ProdHcing, Ifanufao- 
turlng and Selling. 

Were the masses of people better 
Informed as to principles underlying 
business trnnBactiooB and commerce 
In general there would be less cause 
for complaint as to matters pertain 
Ing to buying and selling of com- 
modities. 

One of the faults. If It may be so 

termed, Is the inclination of the 
people to complain about prices they 
must pay for goods required for do- 
mestic and other uses. There can be 
no doubt bdt that in many districts 
retail merchantn oxact exorbitant 
prices, this to an extent Is the fault of 
the people who are little acquainted 
with real Talues. There are three im 
portant things to be considered in the 
fixing of the selling price of all com 
modlties. These factors are the cost 
of the raw materials, the expense of 
manufacturing and the expense of dlK 
tribution. From commercial tranuac 
tlons neither of these basi? elementB 
can be ellmhiated. The farmer who Ip 
the grower of com, wheat and other 
cereals that comprises food stuffs, re- 
ceives compensation for his product 
in accordance with the laws of sup- 
ply and demand, and the values that 
may regulate the monetary markets of 
the world. The producer of cotton in 
the southern states, mast receive for 
his product compensadoB that 1b 
liaaed upon the cost ot labor, manu- 
facture and wliat floished articles In 
the cotton line may bring In the mar- 
kets of the world. The producer of 
the raw materials mast pay tor his 
labor, and for his investment In farm 
lands and tdcm equipment. The man- 
ufacturer who buys the raw products 
must take Into conalderation the ex- 
pense of labor, the maintenance of his 
manufacturing plant, the interest 
upon the amount Invested, and also 
various other items, and the sum of 
these with what he can secure for his 
finished product, regulates the price 
that he pays for the raw material. In 
the distribution of goods the middle 
man plays an Important part. He is 
the go-between the producer of the 
raw material the manufacturer, and 
the manufacturer and the consumer. 
He cannot well be eliminated from 
commercial transactions. He per- 
forms a service that neither the pro- 
ducer of tj>e raw material or tbe man- 
ufacturer can more economically per 
form. The middle men are the job- 
bers, the oommlsalon agents and the 
retailers; each performing his special 
service In the matter of distribution. 
The consumer Is the end of the chain, 
the final buyer of commodities who 
utUlses them for bis own use and the 
uses of his family. There should be 
a margin of profit In each of the 
Afferent transactkms tkat will allow 
equitable compensation to each and 
every one interested in the productiffc 
of a finished article. All goods have 
a real value and this value is deter 
mined solely by the elements referred 
to herein. The consumer must expect 
to contribute hiu mite towards the 
support of all ons.ig<'d ia commerce. 
He is the bcniiining link, as well as 
the ending link of every transaction. 
The farmer who grows wheat, when 
he forces the grocer from whom he 
hnya bis flour to sell the flour at a 
knr rate, indirectly has an influence 
in lowering the nwrket for the wheat 
that he prodaces. Whea the conaom- 
«r demands that goods b« sold at a 
price below the cost of prodocUen, he 
Invites substitution of Inferior goods, 
adulteration of the artii'les and en- 
a system that Is unwhole- 



Tbe people should understand that 
they never receive something for 
nothing, or receive anything of value 
for less than Its valae unless under 
some ahoormal etreumstance. Of late 
years there has a system grown up of 
offering gre^t bargains In various 
kinds ot goods by catalogue sent 
through the maHs, and presenting at- 
tractive and ninstve advertising that 
goods are ^eiag sold at leas thaa cost.

Also there has 
a system of offering "free prsBdans" 
grown up that Is unwholesome, and to 
an extent an tmpoeltlon upon the peo- 
pie as the Bystem compels them to 
pay for articles that are not essential 
for them to have. The man who buys 
sugar does not care to b« forced un- 
der the guise of paying for sugar to 
pay for a paper of pins or a package 
of needles, even though these may be 
a "free premium " It is well to bear 
these i;oiiii8 In mind, and a little 
study into business economics and 
principles will be highly advantage- 
ous to the one who desires to know 
about the proper value of goods he 
must buy.

NOT HYDROPHOBIA. 



Augustus E. Willson, Kentucky's 
Republican Govemor^lect, was born 
in Maysville, October 18, 1846. He 
isascmofthe late Hiram Willaon 
and Ann Colvin Ennis. Both parents 
of New F.njrland oriffiR. the 
father having been bom in Windsor, 
Vt, and the mother in Weaterly, R 
They settled in MaysvfHe in the 
"30s.". Mr. Willson received his 
early education at the Alfred Acad- 
in Western New York, and 
after a preparatory course entered 
Harvard University. He is a grad- 
uate of the Harvftrd Law School class 
of '69. Immediately after leaving 
college he came to Louisville, and 
entered the law office of Judge John 
M. Harlan, now Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the Doited States. 
For many years he was Jastice Har- 
lin's law partner, and was associated 
with him in many prominent legal 
Since Justice Harlin has been 
Washington, Mr. Willaon has 
practiced almost exclusively in the 
ti States Court. Recently he 
formed a law partnership with Judge 
William G. Dearing and Arthur E. 
Hopkins. The firm occupies^ a suite 
of handsome offices on IIm -seventh 
floor of the new Paul Junes build 
ing. 

Mr. Willaon has always been ar 
earnest Republican, as he said in his 
campaign speeches, "I hollored for 
Fremont in '56." In many Ken- 
tucky and national political cam- 
paigns he has been prominent. He 
took the stump for Judge Harlin in 
the latter's race for Governorship, 
and years later in the Harrison, 
McKinley and Roosevelt political 
campaign. He was nominated and 
defeated three times for Congress 
in the Louisville district in the years 
1884, 1888 and 1892, then hopelesnly 
Democratic, and succeeded in cut- 
ting down the Democratic niajority 
each tinie. In 1 886 he was nominat- 
ed for Congress and was eleoted by 
a majority of 67 votes, but was 
counted out by a change of ballots 
in one precinct in the tenth ward and 
at Fisherville, which gave his op- 
ponent a majority of 142. 

In 1887 Mr. Willpon married Miss 
Mary E'iin, daughter of Gen. James 
A. Ekln, of Louisville. Mr. and Mrs. 
Willson have no children, one, a boy, 
having died in hia infancy. 

Mr. Willson was a delegate to the 
National Convention of 1884, 
1892 and 1904. He is the first Har- 
vard Govemorof Kentucky.— Louis- 
ville Heirald.

Some of the .-symptoms are suggest- 
ve of hydrophobia, but the disease 
IS entirely different and breeders of 
iluga who are familiar with it say 
ihat it need not be feared.
